The legal voters in Town Meetings of the town of Middlebury, 
are hereby warned and notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
town on Tuesday, the sixth day of March, 1928, at 10 o’clock in the 
forenoon to transact the following business, to wit: 

First. To elect a Moderator and Town Clerk. 


Second. To act upon the reports of the Town Officers submit- 
ted by the Auditors. 

Third. To see if the town will vote any money to maintain the 
Public Library in co-operation with the Ladies Library Association. 

Fourth. To determine what sum of money shall be appropriated 
for the observance of Memorial Day. 

Fifth To see if the town will vote any money for permanent 
highways, to take advantage of the State Aid Law. 

sixth. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$700 to the Middlebury Band for Concerts. 

Seventh. To vote a tax for the payment of outstanding orders 
of the town for the support of poor and State Tax, State School Tax, 
State Highway Tax and other obligations of the town; Also to vote 
a tax for schools in the town districts, and a tax for repairing the 
highways in the town. 

Eighth. To see if the town will vote whether or not the Select- 
men shall be authorized and empowered to appoint one or more Road 
Commissioners, the number to be determined ‘by the town. 

Ninth. To elect the remaining Town Officers. 


Tenth. To transact any other ‘business proper to be done.

The cost of the Main Road in East Middlebury was $3,172.28. 
Repairs to the Town Farm Bridge over East Middlebury River was 
$1,011.23. Rebuilding the Grist Mill Bridge, the W. S. Tisdale 
Bridge, and the retaining walls along the river bank, $10,309.58. 
This makes a total for the Flood Damage in East Middlebury 
$14,493.09, which will be returned by the State.

ROAD COMMISSIONER’S REPORT 


To the voters of the town of Middlebury the following se is 
respectfully submitted : 


The total amount of money expended during the year was 
$11,223.62, which includes $373.91 in orders drawn by Geo. H. 
Chaffee as Commissioner from February 1, 1927, to March 5, 1927, 
and also $2,645.01 for Flood work in East Middlebury, which will 
be returned by the State. 


Gravel work and cost: 

Prepared, turnpiked, and resurfaced Munger Street, 257 loads 
at a cost of $801.06, New Haven line to Fred Wheeler’s; unselected 
Highway from Village line to Porter Hospital, Ceylon Eddy’s south 
through swamp, and where needed, 397 loads, metal tile for two cul- 
verts, rebuilt, one stone culvert, and three wood culverts $860.59. 

Highway, East Middlebury, 252 loads, $459.40; 693 loads of 
gravel on the Main road in East Middlebury, which damage was 
caused by the flood, and 100 loads on the South Branch Road. 

Foote Street, Village line to Case Street School, 313 loads, 
$457.53; Highway No. 4, Seeley District, from S. S. Reynolds’ tenant 
house north towards Albert Foster’s, 196 loads, $275.99; the re- 
mainder of the gravel work was on cross roads near Miss Mary 
Cady’s, Salisbury Plains; John Halpin’s toward William Shackett’s. 

The State places to the credit of the Town of Middlebury for 
resurfacing, maintenance, and unselected highways, $2,505.03. 

I also paid $5 for 50 loads of stone. Durritt and Ivan Kirby 
gave several rods of stonewall; A. W. Bradley several loads; J. A. 
Douglas donated a stone wall; 1500 loads of stone ‘being drawn in all 
for flood work. 

Flood work from Sheridan Newton’s to H. E. Session’s, near 
Town Farm Bridge, and detour to Grist Mill is included in the above 
amount expended.

One hundred loads of Gravel from a lot near Ross H. Maynard’s 
was donated. There was extra work for town, and also for putting 
up 4000 feet of snow fence. 

My personal account for ‘self and team is $2,064.11, which in- 
cludes Flood Work, which will ‘be returned by the State, which makes 
my personal account $1,655.11. 

Taking out the cost of our roads damaged by the Flood, which 
will be returned by the State, makes the total amount expended on the 
roads and culverts $8,750.51.

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REPORT OF LIBRARIAN. 


The total circulation of books and magazines for 'the year ending 
Jan. 31, 1928, has been 26,699. The daily average was 88. 

Of the book circulation, 60 per cent was fiction; 9 per cent, non- 
fiction, and 31 per cent juvenile. The number of books circulated 
per capita was 9, which is four more than the standard library re- 
quirement. 

The number of new borrowers registered at the main library was 
205, making the total registration since Oct. 1924, 1,939, which is 
more than 50 per cent of the population served. 

The fines have amounted to $197.15, the receipts from rental, 
and lost books $55.65. 


The number of volumes added by purchase was 398, by gift, 13; 
by the binding of magazines, 24, making a total of 435. 

The number of periodicals currently received was 32; seven of 
which were gifts. We also have the gift of one daily paper, the 
Christian Science Monitor. 


The library is well patronized iby the young people. The noon 
hour opening is especially popular with the school children who make 
good use of it. An effort has been made during the past year to in- 
terest the public in better books for children, by display during Chil- 
dren’s Book Week and by the distribution of printed lists. The chil- 
dren of East Middlebury are showing increased interest in reading. 
The library has sent ‘a large number of juvenile books out there dur- 
ing the past year. 2505 of the total circulation was from the East 
Middlebury station.
